18 DEAD IN PARIS 


Famous Norse :Dramatist, 
Novelist, and Reformer 
Loses in Long Fight 
with Illness. 


WINNER OF NOBEL PRIZE. 


Played Large Part in the Move- 
ment Which Brought Sep- 
aration of His 
Country. 


PARIS, April Bjornson, 
the Norwegian poet, novelist, anddramatist, 
reformer. and advocate of universal peace, 
died here tonight, surrounded by bis family. 
His end wae peaceful. 

The last serious iiness of the novelist ex- 
tended over nearly @ year. He wae brought 
to Paris in the early part of last November 
for special treatment. He was accompanied 
by his wife and daughter, a physician and 
nurse, and during part of the journey he 
traveled with the king of Dehmark in the 
king’s private car. 

In Paris, however, he was unable to re- 
ceive the treatment for arterio-scleroéis 
from which he was suffering, but, notwith- 
standing this, he showed ‘marked improve- 
ment for a time, due entirely to his wonder- 
ful: vitality. Last February his death was 
expected momentarily, but the crisis passed, 
leaving him ‘less able to withstand the next 
attack. During the last week it was ap- 
pareng that he could not hold out much longer 
and prior to his death he was unconscious 
for some hours, 


" Bnd Banquet as Honor. 

CHRISTIANIA, April 26.—The foreign min- 
ister tonight gave a banquet to the ministers 
and the members of the storthing. King 
Haakon also was present, but on receipt of 
the news of Bjornstjerne Bjorn s death 
the assemblage immediately dispersed as a 
mark of respect. 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 

Bjornstjerne Bjornsom was borg @ north- 
ern Norway Dec. 8 1832. He came on his 
father’s side from a race of the best Nor- 
wegian type. On his mother’s side he came 
from a family wfich included the Norwegian 
musician Nordraak, whose wonderfully 
beautiful settings of Bjornson’s songs helped 
to make them popular with the people. His 
father had been a farmer proprietor, but aft- 
erward he went to the upiversity and became 
a clergyman. Bijorneon himself was a man 
of big and powerful! build, with massive head, 
a mane of white upstanding hair, and pierc- 

blue eyes. 

iis fiery impetuosity of temper, his love of 
aerate his courage, his distegard of per- 
sonal joss or hyrt, his strong endurance, his 
‘persistency, his stubhorn unyieiding- 
néss also were quaitties which no doubt came 
to him from his father’s fighting ancestors. 

Bjorneon's father desired hirh to become a 
clergyman and would have made him 4 
scholar. But although he was sent to the 
state gymnasium at Moide and afterward to 
the university at Christiania, he was not a 
student; his career at Molde was a “ stead- 
ily unsuccessful ’’ one; to the disappointment 
of his parents, his university course soon was 
abandoned, and the purpose of becoming a 
clergyman was therefore abandoned also. 


Mind Self-Developed. 

Bjornson’s mind wae one that developed 
by its own action and not by help of any- 
thing imparted to it. He was not a student, 
but he was a poet from the first. 

It was soon after he left college that 
Bjornson won his first success # literature. 
He composed a historic drama that was ac- 
cepted for representation by the directors of 
the Roya! theater at Christiania. Byt, though 
the acceptance gained for him free admission 


1 to all the representations of the theater, and 


undoubtedly turned his mind to theatrical 
composition as an available personal career, 
yet he had sufficient clearness of judgment to 
see that his youthful composition was too 
crude to win permanént success, and so of 
his own accord he withdrew It. 


Steeped in Old Norse Lore. 

He already as a boy and youth had steeped 
his mind in the old Norse and Icelandic saga 
literature, He had tried his hand at literary 
composition of a lighter sort and had pub- 
lished stories and tales and dramatic critj- 
cisms in the Folkeblad of Christiania and 
other journals. 

By the time he was % years old he had be» 
come a leader among the young men of the 
Norwegian capital; for in the year 1856, by 
means of @ series of inflammatory and de- 
risive articles in the newspapets, and by or-+ 
ganizing a large band of faithful followers, 
he was instrumental in largely driving away 
from the Norwegian stage the Danish actors, 
whose presence there and influence thereg 
were an offense against his esthetic | sense and 
his patriotism. 

Bjornson’s ideas, however, became greatly 
broadened, even in his youth;,first by partici- 
pation in a gathering of Norwegian, Swedish, 
and Danish students at Upsala, in Sweden, 
and then by a year of residence and hard 
study of Scandinavian literature at the 
Danish capital, Copenhagen, 

afterwards, several times in his, life, he 
passed long residences abroad; so that, while 
he always remained a Norwegian first, anda 
Scandinavian next, his patrictism became 
broadened. 

Career as Social Reformer. 

For two years, from 1857 to 1888, Bjorrison 
was director of the theater at Bergen, and 
afterward he held the same position twice or 
thrice at Christianda. He was a journalist 
and an editor both in Christiania and in Co- 
penhagen. But the profession he preferred 
to describe himself as following was that of a 
farmer. 

Bjornson played a prominent part in bring- 
ing about the separation of Norway from

Jury Decides Woman Who Ran Away

Though juries have been known to award 
as much as $16,000 for lose of a feminine arm 
a jury in Judge Cleland’s court yesterday al- 
lowed only $200 for a whole woman. 

The woman's husband, Remi B. J. De Beule. 
a janitor at 4900 Ellis avenue, expressed sat- 
isfaction and said that was her full vatfue. 
He had sued Charles Albrecht, a coa! team- 
ster formerly of 4858 Prairie avenue, for 
alienation of affections. Neither Albrecht nor 
Mre. De Beule was in court and it was ex- 
plained that they had “ skipped out.” 

“My wife and I came from Belgium many 
years ago,’ testified De Beule. ‘‘ She was 
young and pretty and we were happy until we 
took Albrecht to board. In 1908 they eloped 
to Beigium. I followed and had them ar- 
rested. She came back, but remained only 
nine days. Again she eloped with Albrecht 
and again [took her back. She ran away five 
times and ie gone for good now.”’

Incorporation of the Tilinois Exposition as- 
sociation by Harlow N. Higinbotham, A. B. 
Allen, and others gives promise to Chicago 
of an amphitheater and convention audito- 
rium that will be unequaled in America. 

If the plans are successfu] the scheme for 
the amphitheater, which was started on its 
way nearly a year ago, will be carried out 
within a comparatively short time. 

“There is a great need in Chicago for a 
suitable place for holding conventions, expo- 
sitions, trade shows, and various other things 
that make for the financial benefit of Chi- 
cago,’ said Mr. Higinbotham. “ We can’t 
get these big things that bring thousands of 
people and thousands of dollars Into a city as 
we should be able to get them, for we haven’t 
accommodations. The Coliseum is the big- 
gest place, and it is inadequate: 

Likely to Cost $2,000,000. 

“ We are behind even Milwaykee, and New 
York, Karisas City, Denver, and St. Louisare 
in a better position to bid for the big expo- 
sitioneg and gatherings. Chicago is the pliv- 
otal place in the country, though, and should 
be the logical place for all big gatherings. 

“ We hope to get $2,000,000 for @ building. 
The plans for the structure contemplate a 
seating capacity of between 30,000 and 40,000 
persons, exclusive of the arena. The dimen- 
sions of the arena, as planned, would be 170 
by 430 feet, and the total dimensions of the 
building—speaking provisionally-640 by 600 


feet. a 
Several Sites in View. 
“ There are several sites in view, and the 


thing to do now is to awaken the city and 


the business interests to the realization of the 
necessity of such @ building in order thet the 
plan may be financed. No permanent board 
of officers for the exposition association has 
been selected as yet, but when matters have 
progressed far enough to warrant it, repre- 
sentative business men will be asked to ac- 
cept places on the board’ ; 

The capital stock of the Tlinois Exposi- 
tion association at present is $50,000, but when 
permanent organization is brought about the | 
capital will be increased, When the plan | 
was first launched, with the indorsement of 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ association anda 
considerable display of interest by the Chi- 
cago Association. of Commerce, it wae pro- 
posed to build the amphitheater at Thirty- 
ninth stréet and Michigan avenue, but this 
location, it hes been determined, is too far 
from the loop @istrict. 


For Annual Chicago Carnival. 

One of the things contemplated by Mr. 
Higinbotham and Mr. Allen in their promo- 
tion of the plan for the amphitheater fs the 
holding of a special annual exposition ip the 
‘interest of Chicago. 

“ We believe that Chicago should bave e 
special period set apart for some big city 
event—as is the case in New Orleans with 
the Mardi Gras,’ said Mr. Allen, * and if this 
amphitheater is bullt it could be utilized for 
just 60h a purpose. An exposition or car- 
nival could be held, with a representation to 
the public of the city’s progress in various 
lines. 

“Tf you stop to think you can imagine many 
practical uses for the building—things that 
would bring the people to Chicago to spend 
their money. Ratlroads, hotels, merchante— 
all would benefit, and that is why we fee 
they should give their support to the plan.”’ 
No definite scneme bas been outlined for 
financing the project. It is explained that 
support is first wanted, then @ permanent 
organization and determination of what 
means should be taken toward getting the 
money. The preliminary expense of promo- 
tion has been assumed by Mr Higinbotham, 
Mr. Allen, and one or two others. The aid 
of 1,000 business firms is solicited.

Records Show Harvester Co. Ma- 
nipulates Return Shipments. 


DIFFERENT GOODS GO BACK. 


Burlington Produces Files to Prove 
Road Paid Claims. 


Methods by which the International Har- 
vester company attempted to ‘“ beat the 
freight rate ’’ by manipulation of the privi- 
lege of returning shipments of unsold or 
damaged goods at half rates, shipping other 
than the original articles er in the opposite 
direction for a return shipment, were dis- 
closed during the investigation into returp 
rates yesterday before Special Examiner 
Lyon of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, 

That such abuses of the return rate are 
almost! unpreventable under the present rules 
had been shown by the previous witnesses. 


Records Show the Shipments. 


Specific instances were read into the record 
during the testimony of Frank B. Mont- 
gomery, traffic manager of the harvester 
company, by Attorney A. P. Matthew, rep- 
resenting the commission. 

He produced claim papers from the files 
of the Burlington railroad showing,that in 
seven instances the harvester company pre- 
sented claims for half rates on shipments 
‘offered as returned goods, but which were 
shown to have moved in the opposite direc- 
tion for a return and in some cases were of 
an entirely different character and weight 
from the articles originally shipped. 


Claims Paid by Burlington. 


The claims were paid under an arrange- 
ment in vogue until recently, by which the 
railroads paid all claims to the harvester 
company on presentation, but were refunded 
after investigation. 

Mr. Montgomery had been arguing in favor 
of the reduced rates. When confronted with 


‘the claim papers he ascribed them to over- 


zealousness or carelessness on the part of 
clerks rather than to the policy of the com- 
pany.

Brennan & Co. at the so tion of Christo- 
pher, who was then city inspector of paving 
brick and who remained in that office until 
his dismisse] in January, 1900. Immediately 
after his resignation, Brennan stated, he and 
Christopher met Purington at a convention 
of brickmakers in Cincinnati and a five year 
contract making the Brennan company the 
Chicago selling agents for all Purington pav- 
ing brick used in public works was en- 
tered into. The Brennan company was to be 
paid $2.50 per 1,000 brick. Brennan's ac- 
count of how Christepher, the city paving in- 
spector, was let in on the deal to share equally 
with Brennan in commissions wee as fol- 
lows:

In the diagram made for Tax TRipUNE by the Rev. Daniel J. McHugh, pro- 
fessor of astronomy at De Paul university, the position of the comet is shown as 
it will be tomorrow morning. The comet then will be 6 degrees above the horizon 
and about on a line with Venus and the star Gainma Algenib, which is at the lower 
southern corner of the square of Pegasus, The sun will be 26 degrees below the

The position of the comet may be checked by reference to a triangle formed 
by two small stars with Beta Scheat, the bright stati at the north upper corner 
of the square of Pegasus.

Mrs. Hamsley Announces Her Intention 
to Become ‘Cult Buster.”

Henry Clayton Thompson, apostle’of “ Zon 
Zhoum " and exposed sham prophet, sought 
a hearing yesterday before the National 
Bahaist convention. It was denied him. 
Then he left hie seat, and rushed to the ros- 
trum. Before dfficers of the convention 
could stop him, he stretched his arms out 
over the Bahaists, and in a voice tense with 
emotion, as he trembied from head to foot, 
shouted: 

“This day is jour house left unto you 
desolate!”’’ 

Delegates to the convention were affected 
strangely by the outburat of passion. Some 
moved uneasily toward the door, and many 
muttered repeatedly ‘"Baha’o liah-el-Ahaha,”’ 
as if the incantation was powerful to ward 
off Thompson's curse. Thompson left the 
room, and it was many minutes before the 
delegates could be restored to composure. 


Claims of Thompson Denounced. 

After the businese of the day was taken 
up it was interrupted frequently by refer- 
ences to the claims of the new prophet, and 
to his downfall. 

Thompson insisted that Bahaism was going 
to the dogs in: America, because of the fact 
that it is obseased with ‘ Oriental sugges 
tion.” He said the cult must be rid of this 
or it would perish from the face of the earth. 

Mrs. Bstelle M. Hamsiley, who deluded 
Thompson into believing that a fake god, 
“Zon Zhoum,” had commigsioned him to re- 
form the world, and whose exposure of the 
false prophet stirred up ghe convention, was 
in attendance at the sessions. 

She sought a hearing before the Bahaists, 
‘but was denied the permission to speak. 
Then ehe retired from the hell. 


Will Become a Cult , Buster. 

To a number of the delegctes who followed 
her, she announced that her affair with the 
Bahaists, was but the begirining of a cém- 
paign she has planned. She purposes to be- 
come the original “ cult buster ’’ of Ameri- 
ca. She says she will study the literature of 
all religious cults, such as the Bahaiste, and 
expose them by whatever agency possible.

The size 
and enthusiasm of the gathering, as well as its 
representative character, offered significant evi- 


dence as to the musical preferences of this city- ; 


German opera holds the affections of the music 
loving public first because we owe our musical 
development thus far to the concerts of the 
Thomas orchestra, and German music predom!- 
nates in the realm of the symphony. . 

These same concerts haye served to make our 
public thoroughly familiar with the most signifi- 
cant moments in the musie dramas of Wagner. 
We not only admire them but we know them in- 
timately, and while we may welcome the newer 
works of the Italian repertory with enthusiasm, 
our lasting interest is accorded: only those that 
possess those symphonic featurés of orchestral 
structure which make themebear at least a gsu- 
perficial resemblance to Wagner. Finally, ther 
is a large element among Chicago’s music lovers 
that is acquainted with the-German language, 
while these who understand Italian are compar- 
atively few. It being an important factor in the 
enjoyment of an opera that the language in 
which it is presented be understood, it follows 
that German opera also has this advantage to 
recommend it. 4 

—- 

Last night's performance was one of rare com~ 
pleteness. The orchestral and choral forces 
followed Conductor Hertz’s baton with more 
responsiveness and elasticity, with greater re- 
finement in the execution of all dynamic con- 
trasts, with subtler emphasis of the melodic 
line than has heretofore been accorded this 
master of orchestra. It is a chastened and 
restrained Hertz’ who.has come to us this 
season. Even the great orchestral masses em- 
ployed in the “Parsifal” performance were 
handled with much more discretion than he 
evinced last season, and the relatively simple 
“ Lohengrin” score excited him to none of those 


‘excesses that have so frequently marred his 


offerings in former seasons. 

The principals were all admirable, the cast 
being well balafieed and including several:of the 
most prominent singers in the organization. The 
honors of the evening fell, nevertheless, to Mr. 
Jadlowker, who in the title réle confirmed the 
favorable impressions previously recorded In 
estimating the vocal} gifts and attainments of 
this remarkable young singer one is obliged 
again to compare him to his great colleague, 
Caruso, or, better still, to Mr. Clement. He 
would be wise to take the latter artist as. his 
model, for he will then have not merely a super- 
lative vocal achievement as his standard but 
can profit by the study of the most finished mu- 
sical and histrionic art that the Metropolitan 
company can boast at present. ’ 

One may say this in the full realization of the 
fact that Mr. Clement is a lyric tenor and Mr. 
Jadlowker belongs in the heroic class. Despite 
this limitation the latter artist possesses quali- 
ties that should enable him to surmount it. He 
has a mezzo-voce that is exquisite, and the con- 
trol of this most difficult task that is ever im- 
posed upon the singer is sufficient testimonial! 
to the thoroughness of his schooling. Rarely 
has the farewell to the swan been delivered 
with more tonal beauty and refinement. Then 
the surety of his attack, the mechanical accu- 
racy of his tonal articulation, all point to a mas- 
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tery of vocal resource that is seldom found in 
tenors. Chicago is indeed fortunate in having 
secured him for three months of our season next 
year. 

Mme. Fremstad as Elea seenied to be suffer- 
ing from a slight vocal indisposition. Possibly 
she niyy Bn fully recovered from the great ex- 
ertion Gemanded by her impersonation of Kun- 
dry on Sunday. In any event the voice sounded 
a_trifie weary, and some of her upper tones were 
taken with a noticeable effort. But Mme. Frem- 
stad is Mke Caruso in that one would rather 
hear her in poor voice than any other rano 
in the Metropolitan at her best.

Th> jobber from Forest Park even maintains 
that the Chicago system of taxation is meaner 
than. that of Termini. Others, however, dif- 
fered and held that while taxes on real estate 
are about the same in the two countries, the 
Sicilian is at a disadvantage because he is 
taxed 10 per cent on his income. One of the 
men owns a house in Termini which brings him 
a rent of 6 per cent on a valuation of $10,000. 
He pays $120 a year taxes. According to the 
crowd he is foolish. They maintain that when 
one leases a house in Sicily, say for $500 a 
year, the contract should put the rent at $250. 
On that and that alone the owner pays taxes. 
The other $250 is a cash: transaction between 
the owner and renter and is no business of 
the assessor. I was told the same thing by an 
English landlord in Palermo. 


Think Emigration Good for All. 


All—agents, officials, priests, lemon growers, 
macaroni manufacturers, oil and wine  pro- 
ducers, and especially real estate agents— 
agreed that the emigfation of Termini people 
to the United States is a fine thing for every- 
body. The old Garibaldian veteran even main- 
pe» ggg it is a fine thing for the United 
Sta He says the Sicilians are the finest 
people in the world, and we should be proud 
to have them as citizens. 

In spite of the enormous output of souls 
from. Termini and many tenantless houses in 
the poorest quarters, real estate has steadily 
increased in value during the last twenty years. 
They speculate on the passion of the men of 
Termini to awn a house here. They speculate 
on ‘the prospect-of his returning and selling his 
old house in the bottom of the town and buy- 
ing “an oO} one higher up to rebuild. 

-AMerican money keeps the town dlive and 
growing. Men who come back to Yisit their 
families or get wives bring money, and spend 
it. ‘They carry back with them the products 
of Termini for their townsmen abroad. A 
steady stream of money rolls into the town 
from those abroad who have left behind fathers 
and mothers or wives and children. Of those 
who return for a temporary visit, only about 
20 per cent bring their wives. Little shops 
thrive where none existed-before; twenty pairs 
of shoes are worn to one of the old days. They 
reckon the general improvement in the town at 
40 per cent,by which they mean that four out 
of every ten. houses have been built anew. One 
thing is certain. The temporary visitors to 
Termini from the United States are the fattest, 
sleekest group of men I have seen in Sicily. 


Few Real Peasants Found.

Beware of Warm Breads. 


EOPLE who are inclined to indigestion 
should not eat new bread, hot cakes, 
and heavy rolls. Fried and greasy meat 
and vegetables and cakes that are. not 
sufficiently cooked should be avoided. 
Pork is far too rich for any one with a deli- 
cate digestion or who is unable to take 
much outdoor exercise. Cold pork, however, can 
often be digested when hot pork would bring on 
a fit of sickness. Pork chops are worse than 
anything, and should be avoided by every one 
but people who have the digestion of ah ostrich. 

Among poultry, goose and duck frequently 
disagree. When this is the case they should be 
eaten cold and the fat carefully removed be- 
forehand. 

There are also many kinds of fish that are 
apt to disagree with people who have poor 
digestion. These are salmon, salt mackeral, end 
herring. Lobsters and crabs are also difficult 
of digestion. In many cases the result of this 
is seen almost immediately by the appearance 
of a rash, which is far too disfiguring and irri- 
tating to be ignored. |

With form and face like one of his 
Viking ancestors, and the soul and spirit 


of an ancient scald, Bjirnstjerne Biirn- | 


son, who for half a century fought for 
the independence of his beloved Norway, | 


has died with the happy knowledge that 
his struggle succeeded, No other con 


temporary nation can boast of a man who | 


impressed his personality upon his coun- 
try’s socia}] life and literature with such 
vividness and force as did this great 


Norseman who today lies dead with his | 
honors thick about him. 


With a most happy combination of in- 
herited traits Bjiérnson burst upon the 
literary and politica) field of Norway at 
the age of 24, and since that time he hay 
maintained an easy supremacy. As poet, 
novelist, dramatist, theatrical manager, 
editor, and social reformer he was ever 
a force to be reckoned with, a leader in 
radicalism and progress, an uncompromis- 
ing reformer, and a fighter of the Ber 
serker type. 

His was one of the first, as [it was one 
of the boldest, voices to be raised de- 
manding the separation of Norway from 
Sweden, and never was it stilled until this 
consummation was attained. By drama, 
by novel, by songs which stirred his coua- 
trymen to the wildest patriotiem, by 
pamphlet and impassioned speech, he 
urged Norse independence. When ail 
others hung back he boldly defied the king 
and parliameft, and, like Tolstoi, be 
cowed the powers. He advocated democ- 
racy; he even went further in his effo-t 
for social progress and was claimed by 
the advanced socialists. 

A natural poet, he sang as Burns sang. 
His lyrics, lacking maybe in finish, were 
songs that gripped the heart of the 
common people, couched as they often 
were in the vernacular. His prose writ- 
ings, a formidable list, ranged from ex- 
quisite tales of country life to romances 
of the more complex modern civilization 


of the cities. But everything he wrote or 


said had for its objects the liberation of 
his country or the social betterment of its 
people. While not blind to realities, and 
while capable of the .aeva indignatio, his 
wrath seldom or never shared the bitter- 
ness of Ibsen's. Though he was moved 
deeply by social wrong, he could also sing 
the simple joys of life and sound the 
praises of nature.

The Parisian “ prince de Lausignan ” is one 
of two sons of an Armenian stonemason; hail- 
ing from Constantinople, who drifted to Ven- 
ice, where he died penniless. His boys were 
educated as patipers at the Armenian mon- 
astery of St. Lazarus at Venice, under their 
father’s name of Kalfa. Both were reared 
for the priesthood, and on a branch school of 
the monastery being established at Paris, 


|} they were appointed thereto in the capacity 
of teachers. The school, however, got into’ 


difficulties, and one fine day was closed by the 
police, who imprisoned some of the instruc- 
tors and turned the others into the street.

The two brothers Kalfa thereupon made 
their way to Rome, from whence the one went 
on to Constantinople, where, for a. time 
known as Khoren Nar Bey, he subsequently 
became archbishop and patriarch of the Ar- 
menian Greek Catholic rite. Of an intrigu- 
ing turn of mind, he ended by incurring first 
the suspicion and then the animosity of Su)- 
tan Abdul Hamid, and about sixteen years 
ago, at the time of the great conspiracy for 
the restoration of the late ex-Sultan Murad, 


he died in so sudden and mysterious a man- 


ner, that it was pretty certain that bis end 
was due to foul play. 

The other brother drifted back to Paris, 
and in course of time blossomed forth as 
“prince dé~-Lusignan” and as “ king of 
Jerusalem and of Cyprus,” on the strength 
of which he married a widow of some little 
money, of mature years, and of considerable 
vulgarity, who, after masquerading for some 
time under the title ef queen of Cyprus and 
Jerusalem, died. What is exceedingly amus- 
ing about his pretensions ig the fact thet even 
in the biographical notices which he has writ- 
ten about himself, in those dictionaries and 
works of reference that are compiled for tha 
special bertefit of people who wish to see their 
hames and their history (as they tell it) in 
print, he does not claim that either his father 
or grandfather bore the title of prince de 
Lusignan.

None of the titles assumed and given by the 
* prince “ ts recognized at any of the courts 
of the old world, nor even in public abroad. 
People indeed would expose themselves to ar- 
rest in France if they were to be seen wear- 
ing the insignia’ of his orders of knighthood, 
or even the ribbon badges thereof, in public 
places. 

This pseudo prince de Lusignan and king 
of Jerusalem is an object of ridicule to all 
sensible people, and if he has escaped until 
how any trouble with the police in Paris it is 
because no one, on discovering the worth- 
lessness of his orders of knighthood, has 
cared to expose himself to popular derision 
by suing the man for the money paid to him 
under the plea of chancery fees. These fees 
have al been profit. For the “ king of Jeru- 
saiem " has merely given the patent of the 
order, and a colored drawing of the cross 
itself, which the recipient thereupon has had 
to have made by the jeweler at his or her own 
expense. Needless to add that this bogus 
king does not belong to any reputable club 
in Paris, and has never secured admission 
even to the half way smart and cosmopolitan 
society of the French capital. 

His pretensions to the title of king of 
Jerusalem are all the more resented since it 
forms part of the hereditary dignities of sey- 
eral reigning sovereigns, among them Em- 
peror Francis Joseph of Austria, Alfonso 
XIIL. of Spain, and Victor Emmanuel III. 
ef Italy, the latter having taken the title 
over, along with the others of the last King 
of Naples. The widowed ex-Queen of Na- 


ples still remains Queen of Jerusalem by cour- 


tesy.
